Good and Plenty are two Iris trom one seed 
—a white bud sport and its identical blue 
sister, which are being introduced as one 
plant. They are not only a botanical curios- 
ity, but are two very nice Iris; flaring and 
ruffled; of medium size. 


As a seedling which bloomed the first year 
from a single rhizome the plant was divided 
through the center, half white and halt blue. 
The branches on one side of the stem pro- 
duced white flowers. The other side bore 
blue flowers. The terminal bud produced a 
flower which was half white and halt blue, 
divided down the mid-rib of each standard 
and each fall. 


The increase on one side of the rhizome 
gave plants which produce all snow white 
flowers; the other side gave plants which 
create blue flowers. These flowers do not 
produce pollen, but set seed freely. The 
white is a recessive white and should be 
very valuable to breeders. We will sell the 
two plants as one tor $25.00 net.

There are no 
haft markings. Flowers are semi-flaring and 
nicely ruffled.

A truly new flower and combination of 
color in the Iris world. Truly yours produces 
the largest flowers | have ever grown, but 
in spite of their great size there is no sign 
of coarseness. The buds are bright yellow 
because the under side of the open fall is 
yellow and the top side is faced with white. 
The heart of the flower is bright yellow, 
which shades off to almost white at the 
bottom of the falls and the top of the stan- 
dards. Both standards and falls are ruffled. 
The hatt is very wide with gold threads 
radiating from the yellow beard. Falls are 
almost horizontal, and standards do not 
open. It blooms very late in the season; is 
winter hardy; 38 inches tall. Has fertile 
pollen, and sets seeds freely. H.C. 1949;
